Following graduation from high
|school in Flint, Whyte took up
full-time duties on the Journal.
In 1918 he enlisted in the Army
and served nine months in France.

When he returned to Flihnt at
the end of the war, he and two
associates, W, Harold Kingsley and
Gerald T. Lomasney, launched an
illustrated weekly news magazine,
the Flint Saturday Night, which
grew into a daily, .

They sold out a year later and
in 1923 Whyte and Kingsley came
to Torrance, where they purchased
the Herald and the Lomita News.
Whyte bought out Kingsley in 1929
and sold the News two years ago.

He was a member of the board
of directors of Torrance Memorial
Hospital and a past president of
the Torrance Rotary Club.

Whyte leaves his wife, Pluma C.
Whyte, of 1620 Post Ave, and a
daughter, Mrs, Nancy Whyte
Work, of Los Angeles,

Funeral services will be at 10
a.m. this morning at Stone and
Myers Chapel. Rev, Arthur Bello
will officiate., Interment will take
place at Green Hills Cemetery.
